I could show yer 'arf a 
dozen loafera round about Uv- 
bridge Road at pretends to be 
lookin' for work apd 'ud be in¬ 
sulted if you was tirTiner ’em 
work. But I never been out o’ 
work till this year. I was up and 
out every momin’ at seven, and 
with liavin’ a Mcycle 1 could get 
about a bit. And I tell yer 1 done 
fifty miles a day -round about Lon¬ 
don every day, callin’ everywhere, 
and gettin’ nothin’ but ’No! No! ai 
es'ery pkice I went to. I tell ver 
it’s a bit of a sickener. Yes, I’m 
in a job now, tli^nk God, but they 
don’t last long. Tliey run >'ou up a 
row o’ sliops in six weeks nowa¬ 
days. and then it's roust abotp for 
aiKitlier bit o’ luck. I’m workin’ on 
a job out Hounslow way here^- 
sixlscn mile there and back from 
where 1 live. No, w-ages may be a 
bit better, as I was savin’, but 1 
reckon with one thing and another, 
tilings never was so liad for the 
i workin’ man. That is in Ixmikm. 
1 don’t know .much about tlie coun¬ 
try. Two o’ my pals, meclianics 
they are, went off to the country 
a bit since to look for work. Rut 
I ain't heard nothin’ from tliem. 
Tliey was goin’ to nalk to Cos-en¬ 
try. Couldn’t get nothin’ to clo in 
f-o'-.Jon. Decent, hard-workin' 
chaps, anil khowil their trade. But 
wliat 1 looks at is this; 1 seen a man 
drop down in the street in Ila>i<' 
nwrsmith here from starvation, 
and I asked the iwliceman what 
look liiiii m the ambulanor—1 lui>- 
pened takmm Ixm-and lie -u.id 
the poor feIU>w picked up so soon 
as ifie>' put a drop o’ hot milk to 
his lips, aiul said he’d walked from 
Manchester hxikin' for work. Tliat’s 
tlic second one I seen drop down 
from starvation, and he and all 
was from tlie country. And if 
they’re walkin’ from the coiuitry 
to look fur work in London what 
I says is what’s the good o’ walkin' 
from London to the country?” 

That is the plain. unvaniUhed 
repon of a casual talk with an un¬ 
mistakably sober and decent Lon¬ 
don w-orkman.

Many farmers all over the country have paid off their mortgagea.

Thia is sn epoos of un¬ 
paralleled prosperity- for the capitalist and a period of mamy-tnaking 
for the farmer.

They are, as a rule, jntf 
as poor now at they were eight or nine years ago, although they ait 
constantly employed. And the standard of living of the ns«n and 
man working in the'shop, and the man and woman wo^ng for «

i calize it. The <!Qceaait<c^ of life have gone up 55 per t;eul since ilpjk 
wliile wages have only gone up from 10 to 15 per cent. 

The tsorfoaen cat less and poorer meat, and they get more oho*- 
margarine and lets batter. They- wear more shoddy and less woolen 
goods than they used to wear. If the prices of wool and of meat and 
of butler .should go up still further, then their standard of living 
would go down stiO further.

The separation of church and 
state in France, the revolt against 
churchocracy in Russia; the unrest 
of the people throughout all Europe; 
the frequent heresy trials and

Tncy arc mostly 
Russians with a revolutionary past, if 
not still actively encaged in the re%'i>* 
lutionary movement.

that in the city at Urae we fott about 
one half ol the vote ol that year. We 
beat the Rcpablicaa candidate for the 
first time is Uie hiatorv of New York 
politics, and we alto beat the Demo¬ 
cratic candidate on hit regular party 
ticket. We were defeated only by the 
coiubiiution of Ilearst’s Indcpenaence 
League with Tammany UuL _ Had 
chose two organtzationa nominated 
separate candidates aa was originally 
contemplated, I would easily have 
been elected. 

These results are especially encour¬ 
aging in face of the particniar difficul¬ 
ties which confronted onr comrades 
in this campaign. It must be home 
in mind that out of about a quarter of 
a million, comprising the Ninth Coii- 
gressiunal district, there arc only 
about fourteen thousand voters, and 
these hy no means represent Hie best 
elements of the popnlatipa, aa far as 
we are coiicernM Thni, whilv‘ we 
bad the vast uiajurity ol the popula¬ 
tion witli us, the popular sentiment 
did not rrllcct itself in the vote. But 
we, Sorialista,-do not alrivc for im¬ 
mediate reaulls only; the noa-citizens. 
whose sympathies wc have enlisted 
during the campaign, wilt be natural¬ 
ized some day. and naturalized or not 
naturalized, in the district, or in any 
other part of the country, they will 
rcudCr nsefnl service to the cause. 

Furthermore, wc cncunutcrcd an al¬ 
most insuperable obstacle fti the nn- 
reasuning tlearst sentiment which 
was stronger in our district than al¬ 
most anywhere else in New York. 

Under nuriual circumstances we 
would have gained votes in the city, 
and would probably have carried the 
Ninth district The romradea in Mil¬ 
waukee cannot have an adequate con¬ 
ception of the ravisliii^t effects on our 
vote of such demagogic reform move¬ 
ments as the one that bore the name 
of Hearst before they have thero- 
setvea been up against such a movc- 
meut 

Of the special factors in the cam¬ 
paign that militated againat immediate 
BUceeSB, t mnvt besides, mmltiost the 
fact that onr party organizalion in tha 
district r aa, oa the whole; rather 
loose, aud also the fact that of the 
two Socialist Jewish papers, one, 
"The Wahrheit.*' edited hy I. E. Mil¬ 
ler, openly dismayed an mtense hos¬ 
tility to onr party ticket. 

Jt is an absolutely graAtUdui in¬ 
sinuation on the part of Comrade Brr- 
ger that Hearst was not nnfrietH^ to 
me an 4 my candidacy, and tliM "Tam- 
mai^ apcMicrs often urged their 
andience lo vote lor Hearst and Hill- 
quit." .As a matter of fact the Hearst 
papers were the only owes in tbc city 
that nescr mentiooed my candidacy. 
The radical reformer, Hearit, en* 
doraed mv Tanwnany opponent Gold- 
fogle. ana snported his candidacy very 
loyally. So ranch ao that he srent lo 
the extent of establishing a special 
Jesvish dally campaign paper which 
wan diatrfbnted in the district in vary 
large numbers, and* which ronaiatenSy 
advsicatad Guldionlc'a election. 
Hearst may hate GoWfogte. ai Com¬ 
rade Berger assures us. but he cartaiu- 
ly-shnsved no sign of that hatsad dar¬ 
ing the campaign. 

Comrade Berger’s aaaertiim that 
{4300 of the party fnnds svere apeiil 
in the district is on a par with tiia 
other ftatetnents; the fact af the 
mailer it that all campaign fnnds in 
the Ninth district were raised by the 
comrades in that district, and that tbc 
parts' organization outside of Hie dis¬ 
trict was never asked aud never did 
contribute one ccuL 

On the whole, if we should elimin¬ 
ate all gronsdleas assumptions and nn- 
founded conclusions from Comrade 
Bergci's article, the big dnoble-col- 
nmned article w*»nW be rrdneed to 
the heading, the exclamation mark 
and the smnature. In fact one may 
be templed lo ask why Co mra d e Ber¬ 


ger, nsnally so bitterly op p osed to 
"heresy hualing," abouM have writton 
such a peculiar artide pt all, if k bad 
not been made dear by thg artide k* 
self that Berger coosidertd it an ex¬ 
cellent opnortnnity to poy off an old 
score to Comrade Maiuy.

cent citizenship they had been all 
along demanding. The Oeveland 
proprietors were oacked, as the Mil¬ 
waukee proprietors arc, by a na¬ 
tional foundrymeu’s organization 
that holds itself ready at all time* 
to supply strike breakers and to 
blacklist union men who are "trou¬ 
blesome.” The Clevelaiul foundry- 
men quartered their strike brealc- 
ers in the works, and the place got 
so filthy that the city health depart¬ 
ment Had to go to court about it 
More than this, they were so anx¬ 
ious to keep their motley crowd of 
strike breakers from going outside 
the work* where the pickets could 
appeal to them and offer them 
transportation back to their homes, 
that they, the proprietors, brought 
prostitutes Into the works (just a* 
It is hinted tliey are doing in Mil¬ 
waukee!) to keep the fellow* from 
wandering out m search of red 
light distnets,—ond tht protliMn 
Vtrt orrtiUi and taken from the 
wrks by the authoritiet! The loss 
sustained in the two and a half 
year* by the Develand foundrt’men. 
by reason of incompetent wonc and 
delayed orders, was incalculable. 
The amount of work that had to be 
throw n on the scrap heap through 
poor workmanship ^ *0 large tlut 
the yards could not accommodate It. 

In Milwaukee much of the work 
in the strudt foundries is going to 
the scrap heap, too. Last week the 
Allis people hauled five car-loads 
of scrap' out of their West Allis 
building. ThetFalk Manufacturing 
company, it is said, has just had 
thrown rack on tlkir hands sixteen 
gigantic wlieels, which were pro¬ 
nounced defective—a whole sum¬ 
mer's work gone to pot!, 

But is seems a.s if the fotmdrymen 
never learn, and have to go through 
such damaging expnie.ices over 
and os-er in their burning anxiety to 
get 1-abor at their mercy. 

The national organization of the 
Molders' union numbers nearly one 
hundred tliousand men. The mold¬ 
ers have never lost a big strike dur¬ 
ing the entire time they have been 
organized. 

The ScMtineFt city hall reporter 
is an "amooztn cuss,” as Arteinus 
Ward would sa.v. Hit mcial bete 
noire b the terrible collection of 
"comrades over on Sixth street’’' 
These comrades are great Khoners,

Ust legisbture passed ■ law oom- 
pelling Milwaukee to redistrict the 
city into ward* so that the citizen* 
of the ward* would have eqiial and 
fair representation in the aty gov¬ 
erning body, tlie common council. 
Manifestly, the Socbl-Deinocrats 
could not get such legblation 
through the legislature, and after 
the law was passed it was a Demo¬ 
cratic aUlernian, Smith, who tried 
to get up a redistricting plan that 
would be fair and that could be 
pgsted. But it was twice voted 
down by the old parri^ men. The 
trouUe b that the only- wards that 
r^uire cutting up are the big out¬ 
side wards, i^icn are largely So¬ 
cial-Denxicratic because they con¬ 
tain less of the vicious element than 
tlie down town wnrds. And the 
ward* that would tuve to be en- 
brged or consolidated are the "rot¬ 
ten borough" wards such are the 
Democratic Third and tlie Repub¬ 
lican Seventh. So that the redis¬ 
tribution as required by bw in alt 
likelihood give the SoaaKtts some 
six or eight more aldermen, and 
this is a bitter pUI for the Interests, 
and hence the Sentmel repor t er's 
doleful howls. There b no sdieme 
about it, it is simply common jus¬ 
tice that says it b unlawful for a 
small number of people in a down¬ 
town ward to be represented by two 
aldermen in the council while vast 
numbers of people in any one of the 
big outside wards have only the 
same number of representatives. 

Taking the figures of the Ust 
election, there were 887 voters in 
the Third ward, *,079 in the 
Eleventh ward, and >,057 in the 
Twentieth ward, *0 that a Third 
ward alderman only represents 444 
voters, while an Eleventh ward al¬ 
derman represenb JJ04Q voter* and 
a Twentieth ward alderman rep¬ 
resents 1.470 voters! On the basis 
of the Third ward represenution. 
which the Sentinel n^rter u afraid 
will be upset, the Eleventh ward 
would be entitled to FIVE alder¬ 
men and tlie Twentieth to SIX. 
But no such basb will obtain in 
the recaning of the wards—the! 
law only provide* for two more 1 
aldermen for the people now in the 
Twentieth and two more foe the 
people in tlie Eleventh—but still tile
